At. some points 
where froat was reported even, garden 
stuff docs not show damage, : and; It iB 
felt that owing to the advanced ■condi- 
tion of tho wheat no: daihage can re- 
sul t. Tho weather toda.y,!ha8 been most 
favorable. Harvesting 'Is progressing 
in a very satisfactory manner, and by 
Monday will be fairly general. Samples 
of tho new wlieat which have been 
tested by millers reveal a most exped- 
ient milling quality. 

FlvQ thousand Imrvesters and farm 
laborers reached the city tonight by 
the C. P. R. -special excursions. Tliero 
were live trains. The farmers through- 
out the country have been anxiously 
walUngir-Woi:d,.^o£j^the.^ number, coming, 
us they-yare?s6m&what'!doubtfu If they 
win get all "'thd" help ' they want, As 
this is only the first crowd coming In, 
there seems little fear of a shortngo of 
men. 

At tho immigration office there lias 
also been a big demand for help, but 
the men that came in tonight are be- 
ing disposed of entirely by the C. P. K. 
The provincial immigration agency 
finds that they cannot get enough men 
to meet the demands from JSIanltoba 
farmers. Tho inquirips have exceeded 
all expectations, and every effort is be- 
ing made by this office to supply all 
needs. Consequently, reduced rates to 
any point on thar : Canadian- Northern 
railway to all harvesters aro being 
ottered. 

"Wo aro sending out from five to six 
hundred harvesters every day," said 
J. iJruco Walker, commissioner of Im- 
migration, tliis morning. 

TJie Imnilgratloa department has ar- 
ranged -vvlth both the C. P, R. and the 
C. N. R. for a special rate of ono cent 
a mile for harvesters, and as the re- 
sult of tho cheap fare 'many aro going 
from tho city. 

Toronto, Aug. 14. — Eight thousand 
Canadians left Ontario today for tho 
Northwest to help garner the grain 
crop. Among the number wore 2, ISO 
Torontonlans. One hundred women and 
fifty children were among the number.

The New York newspapers are quot- 
ed as editorially urging an American- 
Chincio alliance for the purpose of off- 
sotting the belllgurance of the Japan- 
ese. Tile newspapers are quoted as 
giving the views of Wu Tung l-'ang, 
Chinese minister to tho United Slates, 
on the subject of an alliance, in which 
he threatens Japan with "an early 
evidence of tlie real power of the 
American navy." 

Americans' residing In Xokio and 
Yokohama and elsewhere "throughout 
Japan are extremely, indignant. They 
believe that the Bpiiclal dispatches ex- 
aggenlte tho tone of tho Now Y'orlt 
nuwspnpcr.s, and it Is felt that It Is 
particularly luifortunate that at this 
time anything Bhould be permitted to 
retard tlu.' inereusing friendly relations 
of the two nations. In view of tlio 
elaborate arrangements on foot among 
tho Japanese tu welcoini; tlio Ameri- 
can 'lleet and tin; growing cordiality 
e^Jilblted on all sides '.oward Ameri- 
cans, American busineas men espe- 
cially regret tho publications; because 
tliu revival of tho anti- Japanese: pro- 
paganda In America will undoubted- 
ly, i^fford gratUIcatlon, to, the competing 
countt'li^Q r cepre86nted/>hor6r - and uluo 
seriously damage American trade. 
Not Taken Seriously 

Count Okuma's freciuent utterances 
do not cAato a rippio liero and liia 
most reccni. ono was passed quite un- 
noticed by foreigners, uhtll tho spe-, 
ciala announced the. outcry, <)f . Ameri- 
can papers. .."^ • 

Count Okuma Is -regardotli liere as a 
doctrinairo polltlcan, ' vvho Is now 
completely without political Inllucnco 
except in academic circles. 

This statenient concerning the 
American navy and President Roose- 
velt's advocacy of its expansion was 
undoubtedly brought out by report;! 
of Congressman Hobson's siieech In 
tho Democr.'illc National convention, 
when he auoted President lloosevelt 
as predicting an e;irly war with tho 
Jiipanese. 

The statement whicli has caused all 
tho oomment v.'as an excerpt from a 
Horlos of articles printed In tho Hochi, 
a Toklo newspaper, which are ..being 
written by Count Okuma, reviewing 
v.'orld pollcloo ftnd printed from day to. 
dav. Wj»e»i«>Cjbi)ht Okuma returned 
yeiiterda5''-tbj;tlie'iclty he said to tho 
Assocliitoa Press thai; ho was sur- 
lirlaed to And thut his utterances had 
been co^aidore^ jpurpoael/. .ollenslv.ei 



"It was only natural," ho said, "in 
roviowlng the world's-poilcics, to point 
out t.hat Japan's rise above tho hori- 
zon has- caused the American navy to 
turn Its attention towards the Paci- 
ilc. It was undoubtedly true that 
some Americans talk unwisely con- 
cerning Japan, but never for an in- 
stant havej . desired ,or .intended to re- 
Hect 5btJc-:the^hon6r<ahdVcbuiraBe';oC.the 
America na-vy or its administration, 
but It Is an Incontrovertible fabt that 
the commercial considerations '•weigh 
rnatorlally with all older commercial 
nations, oven when It becomes a (luos- 
tion of war. No one will endeavor 
more earnestly than myself to' culti- 
vate cordial relations with America." 

In an article published in tho Hochl 
on August lith. Count Okuma attri- 
buted the present naval expansion pol- 
icy of tho United States, to the sudden 
rise of Japan to the Importance of a 
world power, saying in part!

llande." - 

"No," • said he.v ,';Of f course; I never 
said that v or^ anything .'like . it. I re- 
member the occasion well enough. A 
correspondent of tho New York news- 
paper came litre and called my atten- 
tion to a statement as to tho pos- 
sible alliance between China and tho 
United States- He asked me what I 
thought of It. I told him that what- 
ever I tliought of It personally, it 
would be maplfestly Improper for me 
as a minister to say anything about It, 
except that It was quite interesting. 
Jly country sent me hero to transact 
diplomatic busliiesa, and of course I 
have no right to express an outside 
opinion on international matters."

The sliorc batter- 
ies belched forth parting salutes, 
which Were answered by the -Ameri- 
can sliips, and tho whistles and sirens 
on tlie excursion fleet resounded acros-j 
tho harbor and were re-echoed by the 
distant hills. 

The American ships wore kept busy 
dlpi)lng their flags In answer to tlio 
salutations of the New Zcalanders. 

Tlio fleet j steamed with the preci- 
sion of alignment out of ■ the. . harbor 
and many, of tho excursion craft .fol- 
lowed it far to sea. 

Cordial farewell messages wore ex- 
changed between Admiral Sporry, 
commander of tlie American battle- 
ship fleet, and the New Zealand au- 
tlioritlca. Sir Joseph Ward, the pre- 
mier, voicing the sentiments of tho 
people of tho Dominion, said: "Your 
all too short visit to New Zealand 
unqu(!Stlonab1y has drawn the people 
of the United St.atcs. and this Do- 
minion closer together." 

Admiral Sperry in reply said tho 
reception accorded tho battleship fleet 
at Auckland had been hearty and cor- 
dial beyond his expectations and that 
It -will unite in closer bonds the two 
white races 'whose interests- in the Pa- 
cific are Identical.

1 am convinced of tlio 
wisdom ancl propriety of the sugges- 
tion made in convorsation by Mr. 
Lindsey, that tho Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Governments, or one of them, 
should advance immediately to tlio 
residents whoso houses were burned

General Manager- Hays Ex- 
plains Passing of Ordin-^ 
ary Dividends 



A DECREASE IM EARNINGS 



Expects Latter Half of Year to 
.Make Better Showing for 
ihe Company ' 



Montreal, Aug. 14. — ^Discussing tho 
pasaing of the Grand .Trunlt dividends, 
Charles M. Hay^, - general manager, 
made the following statement tonight: 

"The dividends of the Grand Trunk 
are of course, paid out of tho balance."? 
of tho surplus earnings available for 
that .purpose,' and at the end of Juno 
there was not a sufficient balance to 
declare a dividend upon anything but 
the guaranteed stock. It is, however, 
expected that tho earnings of tho sec- 
ond six months, which is tho licivy 
portion of the year, will be at least 
sufficient to permit of a resumption 
of dividends on the first and second 
preferred stocks, 

"And to what do you attribute;.,ttio 
reduction in earnings?" wasraiskedi'll--,:. 

"To tho same causes- which' have; led, 
so many American roads to either 
pass or reduce ■ trieir dividends. That, 
is a heavy depres-sioh In business and 
tho Inability of tho railways to curtail, 
their expenses accordihgly„:'We are. 
all doing less business than Ia!st year, 
but the rates of pay to our employees/ 
laro higher tlian last >ear, while tho 
cost of fuel and supplies of all sorts.:

that ending June 30."

Worker With D. L. Moody, Dies -

New York, Aug. 14.— Ira D. Sankey, 
known as an evangelist throughout 
the Christian -world, died last night at 
Ills home in Brooklyn, but the news 
of his death did not become generally 
known until today. ^ 

Mr. Sankey was> 08 years old, and 
for the last five years liewiad been 
blind and suffered from a complica- 
tion of diseases brought on from over- 
work. 'Almost to the very last ho 
worked at hymn writing, tho gift 
which had brouglit him fame in evor.v 
corner of the earth. His tours through- 
out tills country and Europo with 
iJwIght I^. Moody, tho ovangellst, 
brought him Into prominence. Sankey, 
It might be said, wrote the gospel 
hymns of the world. In almost evor.v 
language Unown^to y;man,i^ Sank^y's; 
liymns aro sung.'^§3Ie>re26iyed?a?r)larBbf 
income from his publlcatldiis, arid' had ' 
acciuired a considerable estate. 

Among i\Ir. Sanlcey's most familiar 
compositions .are the "I-JInety and 
KIne," and "Wlien the Mists Have 
llolled Away." Sankey had been 

a singer from boyliood, and his voice 
had attracted attention in tho llttUi 
hamlet of l-ldlnburgh. Pa., v/hcro lio 
was born, August -.S, 18-10.

Tho .sanitary Inspector and tho 
building li)Si)eL'tor had been a.skcd to 
report on tlic wa.sb-lioiise and they did 
o, statlnf,' that the building- wa.s In a 
ood sanitary condition, and tliat the 
only iiarticular la wlilch It did not 
onipl.v with t'ae bylaw wa.t that it was 
not twenty-five feet l)ack from the 
treot line as rociulred. 
Mr. Xeal declared that the building 
did not comply with any one of the 
regulations of tho bylaw. It was true 
that it had boon Improved to the ex- 
tent of a niake.sliift cenu'nt lloor being 
laid and .some Nvhltewash used, but tho 
means of egress for the fumes and 
:iin were so badly ])Iaeed that dur- 
ing the day his dwelling was perme- 
ated with the .steam and odnr from 
tlie wasb-house. Mr. >;cal waxed in- 
dignant declaring that the council liad 
no real reason to hear from him, rather 
ho had a right to hear from, tho coun- 
cil Its explanation of why It has failed 
to see that Its own law Is not being 
properly enforced. He understood that 
the council entered ofHco on a pro- 
gressive ticket, but its actions seemed 
to show otherwise. How the sanitary 
Inspector and the ' building inspector 
could say. the place was sanitary when 
the ground beneath the biilldlnfe was 
reeking In filth and fao nearby resi- 
dents arc annoyed by the fumes ho was 
at a loss to understand.:

REEVE OLIVER GOMES 
BACK AT BARRISTER 

Criticizes iVlr, Taylor's Opinion 
of Draft Agreement as; 
Submitted 



That the reeve of Oak Bay is not 
at all in accord with tho opinion ex- 
pressed by tho city barrister on the 
recent drul't agreumcnt submitted by 
tha former to the city council relative 
to the muqK-. ill^oussed,., question of a 
water supply7f6r^Hhat-imut»lclpalltyivl8 
plainly ma^ilfest from a lengthy com- 
munication which lie had addressed to 
the council following the publication 
of Mr. Taylor's opinion as submitted 
at tho last meeting of the city coun- 
cil. 

Reeve Oliver has addressed his com- 
munication to the mayor and akicrmon 
and while the matter was brought ui) 
formally rat last nlglifa meeting of tho 
street, bridges ana sewers committee, 
each of the aldermen consumed a con- 
siderable portion of tile time Intended 
for tho discussion of matters pertaln- 
,lii{r to the committee In digeatins the 
reeve's letter which will be consid- 
ered at Monday night's meeting of tho 
cuiincll.- 

Ileevo Oliver .states that as tho only 
answer vouchsafed to Ills letter of the 
7th in.st. asking what the city pro- 
po.'ics to do in this matter of a water 
supply for Oalc Bay luia been a cojiy 
of the city barrister's opinion, he l.s 
left to Infer that tho city is nut willing 
to enter into the asreeiiiont a.s .sub- 
•.iiitled by him but nothing" is .said as 
to wlietlier the city would be willing 
or not to HO alter that draft agree- 
jneui as to make it satisfactory to 
both municipalities. 

.Reeve- Oliver claims that the city 
mi&iit at least have indicated in what 
particular the draft agreement was 
unsatisfactory and suggeated what ne- 
ces.sary additions should bo made to 
make it meet the wishes of the. coun- 
cil and he goes on to criticize tho con- 
cm.sions arrived at by the city barris- 
ter anil refor.s to tlie proceedings be- 
fore the exccutlvo coiiinilttee of tho 
legislature to show wliat the city bar- 
rister's opinion then was with refer- 
ence to certain phases of the question: 

' Criticizes -Barrister's Opinion. 
Reeve. Oliver's communication Is as 
follow.s: 

Gentiemcn, — I have received the en- 
closure contained iu your letter ot 
Hill August which I take to be in- 
teiidod us a reply to my letter of Vth 
August asking wliethcr you woj-e pre- 
pared to execute the agreement as 
submitted, or. If not, what alterution.s 
you wished to have inserted. 

I anil loft. to infer from it a negative 
answer 'to' the first question but none 
to the second. ' - 

Your barrister objects freely to 
everything, at whlcli i am not sur- 
prised, iiavlug been, informed by him 
with aonio asperity, a few weeks ago 
that so far as ho liad anything to do 
with it WQ would not got our>agree-: 
ment. • , , 

It a:ataoulH|&^n|tms?j^^^ 
that ho gave hlinselti'tJiaSploasure of 
writing you the letter ■ydli-fonClose'd a 
copy. But though ho «lritls?fttultijwlth 
everything I iiersoiiully haV'o bciai .so 
unfortunate as to sugge.;t ho doeSfnot 
state what alterations or extensions o£ 
the docu.iient us submitted would 
cover the interests of Victoria city. 
Those wc are entitled to. 

\yhon two parties consider an agree- 
ment with an honest Intention ot set- 
tling difference, anil one party Is 
asked bj' the otlier to submit sugges- 
tlos in writing it .surely l.s not usual 
for the i)arty who makes the reriuest 
to merely throw tho written sugges- 
tions back at the party who submits 
thom with tho otatement '•it does not 
suit us. There's an end of It." 
Council Might Explain. 

If what wo have submitted docs not 
.neet the approval ot your counsel 
would you be .so kind as to tell us in 
what way he would suggest that the 
agreement should be altered, extended, 
limited or replaced .so that the inter- 
ests of tho city may be protected. 
Though it gives your barri.ster obvious 
satisfaction to hint that he finds the 
agreement so, bad that he cannot sug- 
gest an amendment,-! such can hardlv 
be a satisfactory:; answer': to the two 
rc.sponsiblo - publioo bodies 'concerned.. 

Of .coui'sej I''am-Tjnavvaro,what your 
barrlster''S instructions- were but in- 
stead of a mere objoctlon :to tho ro- 
eital he ■.iiight have amended it bv in- 
hei img too rc(iuireu exception ana In- 
stoau of a mere objection to tho de- 
claration ho might have .n mended it 
by a .saving clause or .struck It out 
altogether. His objectinn to clause t 
will hardl.v commen'd ith-elf to tho 
common sense of the com.iiunlty and 
I doubt If he could find another law- 
yer to support him unless for an ex- 
o-i)itant fee. If hl.j oblecllon moans 
anything It means that as Victoria 
city has not an ii/rreomeut with its 
citizens to'supplv them with water 
,thGro is no obligation on tho city to 
supply its citizens and that therefore 
the city should not enter' into any 
obligation to supply an Vutilde munl- 
eip.ilit.V. "i our citizens - will wonder 
wh;it the oiiji.'et of their water works, 
their water works net and tholr water 
co.iimissioner Is. 

'Ihe necessity for a city entering 
Into .-111 agreement witli itself or Its 
clllzeiis to supply it.-oU' or thom \vith 
water has never hitherto been realized 
and I suppose proliably a sense of tho 
ridiculous has iiriivented anyone from 
nlliullng to it. 

The subject is one which .Sergeant 
nuzfiiz, had ho tlie opportunltv, might 
well 'delight to jirgue befm-e the Lord 
Chancellor in "tohmtho."

counsel's opinion is frequently of use 
In conlirming his client in the opposite 
view. I ventui'o to think that this is 
Its use in the present Jnstanec. 

The basis of your barrister's objec- 
tion to an agreement Is that tho city 
Is not under an obligation to supply 
Its citizens. I take the liberty of 
drawing your attention to clause \ of 
your own Water Works act which 
provides that it shall be the "duty" 
of the commissioner "to decide upon 
air matters relative to supplying the 
city of Victoria "with a suflklent 
(luantity of jiuro and wholesome water 
for the use of its inhabitants." Any 
interpretation of this section which 
denit's a right' to the citizens to bo 
supplied seems to me distorted and lo 
rest oa nothing but legal quibble. The 
right created thereby Is much greater 
than any we can obtain <ir have asked 
for under agreement because it Is con- 
ferred by statute and gives the citi- 
zens of Victoria a right not merely to 
any kind of supplj' but to a ■sufllclont 
supply. But after all \ve do nolt>-est 
our claim on any technical construc- 
tion of phrases but on the good faith 
and tho undertakings of' yourselves 
and your counsel. 

Barrister's Own Suggestion. 
As to yo,ur tjarrjstor's objection'' to 
referring dur'- 'diffieriBnces ta arbitra- 
tion iJrovlded- for in clause 2 apart 
from-.tlie' .unre^fsonableness of such an 
obiectloh; I-.''can; . hardly understand 
your barrister's effrontery in condemn- 
ing what he himself originally sug- 
gested.

The one-cent rate on ' clly 'letterg 
came into force yesterday. It will no 
longer he necessary to put a two-cent 
uostage stamp on letters destined with- 
in the city limits. To . merchants ami 
others whose business letters total liuii- 
drcds, the change made effective yes- 
terday will mean a big .saving. The 
post oflico ofllcials Incidentfilly aro no- 
tifying merchants that It is "necessary 
for them to put the .street and liouse 
numlier of tho addresses on tlieir let- 
ter instead of writing the addressi^.s, 
"John Smith, Victoria," and tlicy also 
ask tliat the practice of using tiio old 
street numbers be discontinued. Fail- 
ing this, letters will be returned. Tho 
rate on foreign letters Is unchanged. 

There are,_^ several changes in the 
manner of handling local post oflico 
buslne.s.s that could be made which 
would be of advantage to local letter 
writers, notably the practice ot In- 
sisting that parcels and money orders 
for outbound steamer.s destined across 
the Pacific to the Orient iinil Australia 
bo posted the -ilay previous to the .sail- 
ing of the ve.'--sei In order to allow of 
them being taken to Vancouver to be 
placed on board the liner. .-V money 
order bought here on the sailing date 
of the steamer would not be sent on 
that vessel and the recipient would be 
obliged to wait until tlie advice ot the 
order was forwarded In tho next mall 
although tlio order .'.tself was placed 
on board the outgoing vessel with the 
ordlnar.v mall. Th'e steamer makes her 
llrst and last call at Victoria, but these 
mails have, under the existing red 
tape, to bo liandled from Vancouver.

'They"aid not 
unduly shorten credit; they did not 
press tholr debtors for pajMiont. "With 
admirable Judgment they helped the 
community: to weather the'j'storm and 
wore successful. It Is ■a.' sad|''commen- 
tarj- upon tho spirit of thoao who are 
rcspohsiblo for the present strike that 
they sliould seize tne opportunity af- 
forded, as they believed, by the neces- 
sities of tho country to attempt to 
enforce demands oven at the cost of 
vast loss to tho whole comnuinltj'. The 
men can only have gone on strike bo 
cause they hoped that the operations 
of tho Canadian Pacific Hallway com 
pnny would bo -so hampered that their 
demands would have to be complied 
with. They were willing to i>aralyiic 
the business of the country In order 
to gain what thoy desire. It may be 
said on their behalf that tlie railway 
comiiany might have yielded If tlie pub- 
lie welfare diunands it. But the company 
has accepted tlie award of arbitrators 
appointed in nccordauce with the law. 
If the company had retu.sod to accejit 
tho award, and la coiisefiiicnco tho 
business of tho country wero threat- 
ened with paralysis we should have 
condemned its course unsparingly, and 
public opinion would have joined in 
the condemnation. How can the men 
expect public sympathy with them 
when thoy do what every one w'buld 
iKU'e conde-.nned the company for do- 
ing'.' The men have been very badly 
advised, not in insisting • upon what 
they think are their just rights, but in 
not contenting,. thom'Sfelyes vvlth-; a pro- 
test for tho present, and showing

THE C. P. R. STRIKE. 

The Ott;iw<a Citizen, u-lilch has al- 
ways shown itself friendly to trades- 
unionism, has very little patience with 
the strike of the Canadian Pacific 
mechanics, who it alleges, have delib- 
erately thrown themselves aero.-s the 
path which wa.s leading the country to 
prosperity. It says: "The people of 
Canada are told in so many words 
that the strike has been deliberately 
brought on at tills eritical inoinenl 
with tlie idea that the necessities of 
the. situation will force the Canadian 
Pacific Railway company to grant 
• what the.-e, employees demand, and 
what the I^oard ol! Arbitration refused 
to give them." This is a serious in- 
dictment.. If any body of moneyed 
iricn should seize the opportunity af- 
forded by the rxistoiict? of a largo crop, 
which the interests of the whole com- 
munity demanded should be got to a 
market at the earliest' possible day, to 
make demands, which Avoiiid have a 
tendency to par.alyze the mean.-; of 
transportation, th" whole eountry 
would cry out against them, and no 
class of the coinmunlty \y6uld be more 
violent in their condemnation than the 
niember.s, of trades-unions. Thoy 
would say. .-.ud justly so, that sueli an 
abuse of power was utterly indefcn- 
.slble.' As we understand the situation, 
there wore no open fpiestions bet'iveen 
the railway company and its em- 
ployees wlilcli were iiriiiiediatoly vital 
to the welfare of the men. There was 
no question . o'^-ijiayj.'or . hours of - labor 
so serious tha,t the 'men could not have 
gone on under tho'old ;rules''wlthout 
serious inconvenience.'-. Under the.-^e 
circumstances, without' expressing any 
opinion as to the reasonableness of tho 
•men's demands, upon which we are 
not suftlclontly informed to bi' abli! 
to speax with a full uiiderstandlng of 
.what 1-3 Involved in them, we feel 
bbiind to say that, a strike at the pro- 
t sent moment cannot be justified by 
any .. principle of good citizcnshli). If 
: the - rriechanjcs -^vcre not members of 
the com'munlty, |ir all their interests 
were not toourid:''lip(vWlth tho interests 
of the rest oC the community, if they 
were being persecuted ami were 
forced for the welfare of tliein.selves 
and thoae doj)cndcnt ujion tlieni to 
take nhy and every method (ijn'n to 
them to oijtaln what they ask, it would 
be conceivable that they would be 
willing to Impprll tho prosperity of 
the whole country in the hope of com- 
pelling aciiLiiescence in their demanda. 
Hut tills Is not the case. What they 
ask may bo reasonable onbugh- ,frora 
their point of view. It does'not appoar

IF BRITAIN WENT1T0 WAR 

The visit of Lord Roberts has set 
the Canadian press to work talking 
about what might happen If Britain 
went to war. Of course ^without knoW- 
I ng what;, -nation would fbe -^the eneniy. 
It is not'feasy{;;tp >to]fecasyt;'r^ 
any .' d6grer3''!'<if ' eert'5iIn'ty.-|V But' let us 
suppose, for the sake of the discussion, 
that w.^r broke out with Germany. It 
would be a struggle of glan.ts, pro.'\;id- 
od they could get at each 'otHor. "Sut 
there are two factors In tho case tho 
results of which no one can estimate in 
idvance. Britain is immensely more 
powerful on the sea than Germany. 
Germany is immensely more powerful 
on land than Britain. Unless the next- 
to-lmposslble should'6ccur,''!tii,^.;Qerman 
(loot would be' swept' frbrn-'the-sea at 
the outset of hostilities, but when that 
had been done there would not be 
much else for Britain to do. To land 
an armed;j£orce;-<)n German soil would 
be possible' no doiibt, but to land such 
a force as could withstand the attack 
of the German hosts would be an im- 
posHlbillty. Witli her fleet destroyed, 
Germany's eomineree would be aiinilill- 
aled and an invasion of tho United 
Kingdom w'ouldvbocomev an Impossi- 
bility. Some ' 'people, ■ influenced by 
tlle.'^o considerations, hold the opinion 
that the surest way in wliich to main- 
tain tho peace of Europe for a gener- 
ation to^ come, IS; for Britain to declare 
war against Germany on the first con- 
venient excuse and destroy tho Kaiser's 
fleet. In other words, thoy would like 
to .see the tactics of .Tapan repeated in 
the .Vorth Sea. The probabilities of 
such a thing .happening arc exceeding- 
ly remote. 

But wars do not always result as ap- 
pears probable before they are under- 
taken. It is eoneoivable that it Brit- 
ain went to war with Germany, sho 
might get7.the,.;>yjorat of,, it,; or be so 
badly crippled a$ to be' rendered help- 
less for a long 'time to come. In such 
an event -what would happen ? 'Thh is 
tho aspect of the -case which comes 
mo.st closely home to us In Western 
Canada. Lot us suppose that Britain 
were -.engaged in a. continental war that 
exha'asted her resources, what would 
happen on the Pacific ocean? What 
would we do about Oriental exclusion 
Think over this for a little while and 
see if you can reach a satisfactory con - 
cUision. Suppose that Japan chose to 
take affront at treatment accorded her 
peojile In British Columbia, and should 
send over a fleet and army to take 
possession of British Columbia. AVliat 
could we do about. It? Wo certainly 
could not hope to defend ^ourselves. 
Could wo look to the United States for 
defence? This is doubtful.' Much 
would depend upon the speed with 
which things happened. If Japan 
should -lyishl-tOf'solze the western coast 
o£ Canada.'at 'thb; present lime, noth- 
ing could iirevent her, and If Britain 
wero engaged in a Jjuropean war. it 
is doubtful if any power could dl.sl^odge 
the j\slatlcs. The United .States would 
hardly be in a jiosltlon to <lo so.. In 
tho event of such a European war and 
the crippling of Britain" " 'hbw long 
would a AVhlte Au.stralia be iiossible? 
Tills (luestlon and others like It can bo 
sliirkod, but they cannot bo satiafac- 
torlly^;ijna weroq; 1,,^;' ^j,,^ , 

Tlii^'^ldea^<)ft^^ wltli Eu- 

ropeari>^power^^^^ too tremoiidous to 
ije ' appreciatfed. \Tho one great 'guar- 
antors of the jieace of the world is Brlt- 
isli siiproinacy uimn the sea. Our share 
towards strengthening iicr position 



seems to be In preparing ourselves to 
defend our own country. As the world 
stands now, the British Empire, fully 
armed for defence on land .and sea, 
would beJvfot|; tH^'s|io 
mankind; for ThcT BritlslKpm would 
never bo exercised for aggressive pur- 
pa.ses, and would always be a potent 
factor in restraining the aggressiveness 
of o_t)iers. 

' FRUIT PESTS, 

Tho activity of the provincial gov- 
ernment In aiding the fruit growers 
to exterminate those insect pests that 
do so much damage In other parts of 
tho world has bden productive of very 
excellent results. The' precautions 
taken do not only extend to tho protec- 
tion of orchards, but large ciuantitles 
of California fruit are detroyed every 
year, when there are any signs of pests 
upon It., This Is a matter in which 
eternal vigilance is the price of safety 
and while some farmers may feel ag 
grieved at the destruction of trees 
and fruit by the officers of the gov 
ornmont, thoy. wlli on consideration 
realize that in the long run tliey will 
bo the gainers by it. Moreover, pur 
chasers will not. buy fruit if it Is liable 
to he destroyed In their hands by gov- 
ernment inspectors. Sometimes ' we 
hear complaints that our jirovlncia 
regulations are too severe.

trees, or jikants, shall be guilty of 
misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be iiunished by a fine of 
not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or by im 
prlsonmeiit in the county jail not less 
than sixty days nor more than one 
year: Provided that for each repealed 
offense the iierson or iicrsons convict- 
ed may be punished by a fine of not 
less than two hundred dollars nor 
more than eight hundred dollars, or by 
Imprisonment, not to exceed two years; 
•Any ' person or : persons-wlid • shall 'sell, 
offer for sale, distribute or give away 
any treo or trees, "root or rootg, '.grass, 
cuttings or scions infectedo.Vvlth.. in- 
sect pests, sjiores or fungus growth, 
shall be doomed ' guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof .shall 
bo punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail not less than fifteen 
days nor more than thirty days. A 
repetition of the offense shall subject 
the offender to increased penalty not 
over the maximum above stated.

TRADE SCHOOLS. 

We find an interesting article in tho 
Toronto Globe on "trade schools" from 
which we make an extended quotation 
below. . adhere can be no Question as to 
tho great part' which ' these schools 
have played In the : development of in- 
dustrial Germany. The time '.icems to 
have come when greater attention 
must be paid to technical education. 
It Is no longer sufficient to Instruct 
children in tho three R's. It may bo 
as true as ever that the study of the 
Cine arts has its softening effect upon 
men's manners. But this is not an 
age of softness, but one of hard work 
and hard knocks. For better, for 
wor.so, wo are wedded to an age of rest- 
less advancement and strenuous com- 
petition. ^:It■>^ls vlmporatlvo that boys, 
on reaching manliood, shall know how 
to do -.something. Almost dally we en- 
counter fine .viiung fellows, who are 
almost helpless in the struggle for 
exlstejl'Ce^S/.-'ibecause they have not 
learned -'KoW' to do anytliiiig that any- 
body is willing to pay for having done. 
They are well educated In everything 
except the humble art of; making a 
1 1 v Ing "dittt^ Ijieaias'l.br hands. 

Trade' scliobl.s' would do" ni'uch to pro- 
vent the multiplication of such, people, 
and hence would save hundreds and 
thousands, taking the country as a 
whole,', from much unhapplness. It 
seems to urthat in a new country like 
Canada, \Vh,ere..:'.thare Is so very 'much 
to be donei-.:,tedl»,nlcal education ought 
to bo given a very prominent place. As 
a matter of ■' fact it is almost wholly 
Ignored. Our 'schools turn out thou- 
sands of pupils annually, not one of 
whom has received a practical sugges- 
tion from his teachers as to how he 
win earn his first dollar, We quote 
from the Globe: 

These technical niul industrial 
schoo.-i lire supjiurted lii jiart b,v the 
State, In part by the niunlcipallty, in 
part, by private . donations,., and In part 
by fees.- i AS?^i^''lll"^t''8'ti6ni of What la 
aimed' at and- acljibvcd '.tBicQ,' those in 
which the 'thfeory arid . practice - of na- 
vigation are: tauglit.' ; There are eigh- 
teen of them.: In Germany, twelve of 
them being in Prussia. Distinction is 
made between coasting, long and short 
voyages, and pilotage on the largo 
German river.-i. The liiHtruction Is es- 
sentially technical, thorough, and 
exact, and is adapted to the training 
of mates and masters. The improve- 
ment in Germany's po.sltion among 
maritime nations Is largely duo to tho 
efficiency of the training given to offi- 
eers in those schools. Pilots' certlfl- 
eate.-i are granted only after an ex- 
ainlnatlon in theory and a practical 
examination o;i a , teat voyage. , There 
are 'elglil;{8Chbqls/:iri ;Germany— three 
of them -In' Prussia— for'; the ' training 
of ship engineers, and at the present 
time the more Important positions on 
tho ships of the great commerclai 
lines, and even ot the Gorman navy, 
are held by men who have received 
their training in these -.lehooLs. 

.Similarly carefi;! attention Is given 
to tile tralnliijT of those engaged In the 
bulkllng trades, in railway eonslrue- 
tlon and nianagement. In meeli.anlcal 
engineering, and In idectroteclinics. All 
tills Is in .'^liarp contrast with tho h.-ip- 
haziird, unsyste.natic, and unlntelli- 
gont training given In Aiiierlca. .-ind 
oapoclally in Canada. Hardly a beglu- 
•ning has yet been made In this direc- 
tion In this' country. Toronto has a 
"technical" school that l.s oh yet one 
only In name, and nt tho very soonest 
It will be years before she has an.v- 
llilng to show In that direction, nir. 
Alder.son sliow.^ In \\U summing up 
exactly what Is needed': "The reason 
for ,tlie su('(-es,4 of CJermany In the 
Industrial wi.-rhl l.s (\is,v to discern: It 
Ilea in a full apiirpciation of tlii; fncl 
that thin Is essentially a selenMfle .np,., 
that the study of jmre seli.'iu'c opens 
many avonuca of aavtuitagc hitherto

"In ■ New Zealand, as elsewhere, 
workingmen are "discontented a,nd 
grumbling: at wages not keeping pace 
' with tho increased cost of necessaries 
and the higher taxation. For some 
« years ttlierc' has been a scheme of In- 
" dustrlal,,ivrt'i!ira.tl=n In force there to 
regulate th^ wages cjuestlon, but it is 
i now' said that that scheme Is a down- 
right failure, and that because of it 
people are getting more and more re- 
luctant to Invest money in Industrial 
enterprises. In those circumstances a 
new law is proposed. In-stead of the 
old boards of conciliation it is propos- 
ed to have councils of conciliation. 
These will differ from each other more 
' than In name. Each council of con- 
. clllatlon will consist of : a . magistrate 
. and assessors — from the Industry in- 
volved. If a council falls to effect a 
settlement of a dispute it may bo re- 
ferred to the court ot arbitration, 
which is also to comprise asses.sors 
J from tho industry involved, but who 
shall not bo interested In the dispute. 
This court is to be vested witii extra- 
ordinary powers. For instance, it may 
lix arbitrarily a rate of. 'needs' wages, 
which means such as workmen of av- 
erage skill and energy could earn, and 
also an "cxortion wage' tor w(irk done 
above tho average standard. For in- 
dustrial disturbances severe penalties 
are prescribed. For a stilke a Hue ot 
$50 win bo lmi)Osod on the strikers, 
tt'lth $5 more for each week the strike 
Is maintained. Then for a lockout the 
line 1-3 $1,000, with $250 for each week 
ot Its continuance. Special and heavier 
nnes are prescribed for strikes In 
bakeries, slaughter houses, coal yards, 
railroads, and In other industries dir- 
ectly affecting the health or welfare 
of the public. In the case of work- 
Ingmen the lines may be collected from 
tho wages then duo, or the first that 
may be earned. The difficulty in this 
scheme, will be in securing a fair and 
Impartial court to enforce the law."

The^Mornlng Post says':— If the Lords 
Toully wish to terminate the present 
scheme In 1915 tliey must (S;et to work 
jit— once upon devising an aiterliatlvc 
Whether or not they succeed In hold- 
ing by Lord Cromer's amendment, 
they must get to work upon a silp 
plcnientary scheme. 'I'hey must, by tho 
appointiiieiit ol a committee or other- 
wise, take into consideration the case 
o£ the iniiii under seventy but past 
work. Tlio Chancellor of tlio Excheq- 
uer, v.'lth that cheerful Indifference 
to recorded facts which lias distin- 
guished nearly all tho defenders of the 
present bill, spoke of such men in uno 
of the debates as exceptional — as 
cast's (if premature breakdown to bo 
treated under tho head of sIcknoBS. 
In reality of course tho man who is 
past work at sl.xty-threo or sixty-four 
is the norma! type; the man who can 
continue earning up to seventy is 
finite abnormally well preserved or 
kindly treated by his employer. There 
Is Indeed this much of justice in Mr. 
Lloyd-Ceorge's attitude — that tho in- 
terval between failure ot earning ca- 
pacity and the age of seventy does lend 
itself admirably to treatment through 
the. sooIetlBS '-which are predominantly 
occupied with the rellet of slckneas.

needs to bo encouraged by public as- 
sistance and public supervision in 
order to do many times tho work that 
It now accomplishes and to go a long 
way towards filling tho gap "which is 
left wholly unflllod by the most "lib- 
eral" pension scheme of modern times. 

The acceptance of Lord Cromer's 
amendment to tho Old-Age l^ensions 
bill In the House of Lords is, in tho 
Judgment of the Dally Express, 
a grave blunder.

The Dally Chronicle "saySt-r-'That all 
aids and supplies to his Majesty In 
parliament are the solo gift of the 
Commons, and all bills for the grant- 
ing of any such aids and supplies 
ought to begin with the Commons to 
direct, 11,-nit, and appoint in such bills 
the ends, purposes, limitations and 
qualifications ot such .grants, 'which 
ought not to be changed or altered by 
the House of Lords. Those are the 
terms of tho rcsolution'of the House of 
Conimq.na of,July'3, 1S78, by which tho 
practice aha, usage 'of parliament with 
regard to "Money Bills" are regulated. 
The Old ago Pensions bill Is obviously 
a bill of tlie character described In tho 
resolution, and it follows therefore tliat 
the House of Lords has no right to 
change "the ends, purposes, considera- 
tions, conditions, limitations and 
quallllcatlons" attached in tlio bill to 
thdi grant of old-age pensions. Tho 
rule was stated in Its most extreme form 
by the "Tory Lord Chancellor (Lord 
Halsbury) In ISO", wiien he intervened 
to prevent the moving of amendments 
In the conditions attached to grants to 
voluntary schools. It It were not jjarty 
pplltlcians so often allo.w circumstances 
to alter cases It -would be surprising 
that Lord Halsbury preached a differ- 
ent doctrine yesterday. The protest 
came Instead from Lord Rosebery, 
who, however, seemed more concerned 
\i^itli policy than the question of priv- 
ilege. Ho sees In old-age pensions 
some dlro ])ortont of ill, and advised 
the Hou.^e accordingly to respect the 
r)rivllego of tho Commons so that their 
lordships could wash their hands of all 
re.spDnslhiliiy. The Commons, seeing in 
llio bill a great niensuro of social re- 
form and much potency of good, will 
be glad to have tho full responsibility 
on the grounds of policy no loss than 
of privilege.

Tho doparlnicnt of lands and works 
has recently repelved . a , number of 
compldints from lumber and logging 
concerns .liV Ea^t Kootonay . about- the 
Hros salt! ito ihavo ;beoh started by tho 
railroddadriglnes; • Both tho -Great 
Northern and tho C.P.R. are com- 
tlalnod of, though the former seems 
to bo tho chief offender. 

The burden of the coinplalnt.s seems 
to 'he tiiut on the upgrades In heavily 
timbered sections the engines emit 
cloudd of sparks, wlUch In the present 
dried up condition of the forests, start 
firoa which endanger tlie country. One 
firm writes tliat during tho week pre- 
vious no less tiiaii tlu-ee fires had been 
started by ptuisenger engines of the 
Great Northern jiear its mill, and had 
been extinguished with difficulty and 
that Its bush gang had. done nothing 
but' fight fires ^ for the three weeks 
prior .to . writing. The complainants 
ask that the" engines be compelle'd" to 
carry fire screens of suitable mesh arid 
be compelled to patrol the llhes' after 
tho trains have gone by. 

A.s a matter of fuel Uio railways arc 
obliged by, law to take tho precautions 
specified, but immediately on- receipt 
of those conipUiints the department 
took tlie matter up witli the railroads. 
The responsible officials have received 
the government's representations In 
the right spirit, but a-s.^ert that they 
have fully complied with the law, and 
tliat if any subordinate.^ have not fol- 
lowed, the Instructions given them, 
tiioso in authority are unaware of the 
fact. The officials of the Great North- 
ern state that tlio dangerous parts of 
tlieir road in British Columbia are 
roguliU-Iy ijatrolled after the passage 
of^trains, but that fresh orders will 
bo given, and instances of .specific 
violations of the regulations arc in- 
vited. 

Tho department has also taken tho 
matter up with tho district fire war- 
dens, who will report any laxity on the 
part of tho omployeas of the roads. 
Hitherto all fires thus started have 
been ejctlpguished before they had time 
to develop into a- aerioua conflagra- 
tion, and no chances will be-'allovvfed 
to bo taken in such a serious' 'matter, 
even if the amount of money Jappro- 
priated by tiio logislature for the piir- 
posc ha.s to be oxccoclcd.

PLENTV OF GOOD LAND 
flN,GRAHAM.,ISLAJ!ip 

Report Received From Survey- 
: or— Draining May Not Be 
^Generally Necessary. >• 

There Is plenty of splendid agricul- 
tural lajid on Graham island, accord- 
lirg to.; Jfool HumpliToy, ; the .■iufivryor 
sent out bj' the government to I'ftport 
on the ppssibiUtlea of the Island and to 
urvey portions of It. Like all the re- 
ports received this year from tho gov- 
ernment surveyors in the field. Air. 
Humphrey's letter indicates thiit there 
is plenty of good land, and more of it 
tlian tho government had expected. 
Also it would seem that tho extensive 
system of drainage wliicii from certain 
reports It wa.s feared might be neces- 
sary, will not bo needed. 

Having to come down on department- 
al business, Mr. Humphrey has made 
an Interim report to Surveyor-General 
McKay, siiowing tho result of his in- 
vestigations up to date, which is print- 
ed below, with the exceptions of por- 
tions referring merely to departmental 
matters: 

Noel • Hurnphrey'sr-Report, 

"Slr:'^fIJ:lj6g-^to report having returned 
from Graham - .Island last night, as I 
foimd it necessary to obtain certain 
further information and instrucilans 
from you>regardlrig the survey tltere. 
In tho meantime fhe work of sun'.eylng 
most of the pre-emption lines at Lawn 
Hill is proceeding- satisfactorily. 

'"i'he land north from Sklddogate 
and on tiie easterly part of Graham is- 
land as far norlli a.s a point .six miles 
tiortli of Lawn Hill (which Is as far a.s 
I have investigated .so far), I find it to 
be of exeeilent quality. It is pretty 
level, there lieing a few low ridges here 
and lliore only; the soil almo.st every- 
where I find to he. ricli vc^etalilu and 
leaf mould, varying in depili from one 
to as much as four feet. Sul)K()il is in 
most places a gravelly clay or clay for 
two feet or so, and underneath this 
again wherever IJiad the chance to see 
it a bll|ei Clay i-Wlth .seams of sand. It 
la by far thearlohest agricultural land 
I have seen in that paijt of the coun- 
try, _ . . - . ■ . . .. . 

Climate Is Mild. 

"The climate appears to bis mild, with 
a very moderate rainfall, t^nd all kinds 
of vegetables, all small' fruits and ap- 
ples, iduins, etc., a])pear to do very well. 
Tile land is almost everywhere cov- 
ered with a moderately heavy growth 
of spruce hemlock and pine, spruce 
prcdonilDiitlng, from a few Indies to 
uijout two feet in diameter, most of tiie 
tree.s Ijeing not over l.S inches. TIk^ 
land has at one time carried a fairly 
heavy growth of large ei dar, but this 
lia.-j been burnt off, pri)l)al)ly tliirty or 
f<n-ty years ago, and llic dc^ad treew are 
still standing in .sonu; places and in 
otliers lying on the ground. There is 
also everywhere a very dcjiise gi owtli ' 
of underbru8h',(secon(l-growtli hemlock, 
cedar and-Sprtlce and liuckleben-y .sal- 
lal and.:Balhi6nberry bushes), a gooti 
maj»y/of ,th6.:settlerH.ln 'the Lawn Hill 
district have commenced clearing and 
I find that wherever the land has 'been 
burnt over onco this year it Is quite 
clear, and tho work of getting it ready 
for crop is com|:)aratlvely easy. The 
trees do not .si.'eui to bo" very "heavily 
routed, and come oiit quite easily, .-uill 
the dead cedar I spoke of is easily 
pulled .out. . - ,, . 

Some Draining Needed!. 

. "The land will need xlnder-drainlng 
In most places where It Is flat, though 
I , do' not think that it will bo neces- 
sary where there Is any slope tclt. The 
Lawn Hill settlement is rapidly In 
creasing in size, and Intending pre 
emptors come in by every boat, making 
infiulrles for vac.-uit liuul to take up 
AVIieii the govornnient road now under 
course of couatruction Is completed 1 
feel assured that there will be a very 
prosperous farming .settlement located 
hero. Tho district now being moat 
rapidly taken up runs inland to tiie 
west from Lawn Hill, and for tlnce 
or four miles nortli and soutli of it for 
a distance of three or four miles asfar 
west as tho .OT'i>l.Srl'irer, which runs in 
a northerly dlrecttori, parallel to the 
coast line, and omptlcs Into Hecate 
straits about 12 miles north of lawn

hill. There is hardly any perceptible 
divide between tlie shora and the bed 
of tho Tl-el -river, all tho land being 
good, and fit for cultivation. Tho flat 
country extends for from throe to five 
or si.v miles west of tlie Tl-el river 
again, but there iias not been much of 
this taken up. It all appears to bo first 
class agricuitiu'al land. There aro open 
places here and there where there is 
j,\Oj tlmljer, but-. most , of .jthese spots are 
f iiiall meadbwsJdrSjiiUWcegs.and wlUuiot 
•bo' fit for ctiltivatlbn'-'iU'l^thlnk, "until 
turned over a numbei:;jof:-; times and 
drained for some years to allow tho 
peat to decompose. The larid'turtlier 
nortli of the Tl-el river appears In 
many places to consist of these nius- 
kogs or swampy places, and I hope to 
report fully on this part of the Island 
at-a later date." - 



LDKilE WAXES fROTH 
AND BREAKS UP GAME 



Uses Cleaver on Fellow Celes- 
tial, But is Aided By His 
Friends 



Somewhere In tho dark and devious 
purlieus of Chinatown lies a Celestial 
. whoso head bears tangible evidence 
of a fellow countryuuin's dexterity 
with a butciier's cleaver, ivept in 
hiding In order tiiat tlio police au- 
thorities might not locate lilm and 
thus possibly hftve the, foundation for 
an action against, his,^ 'friends tor 
gambling, the unknown and wounded 
Chinaman, Is ibeing attended to by his 
own- kind ;wh6se utter ignorance of 
his where'atabuts, when questioned by 
the police, was only le.ss juonounced 
than their anxiety to have llie a'saii- 
ant released from Jail wliitlicr lie had 
been conveyed on a charge of being 
drunij. 

All Thursday afternoon a score of 
almond-eyed gamblcrH, deep in tho 
mysteries of oliuek-a-luck and fan-tan, 
wagered tiicir little piles in a room at 
41 Fisguard street. Hvcrything was 
going along. smoothly and tho "kitty" 
was being . regularly and 'consistently 
fattened when Into the game reeled 
Lo Kuc, filled with a desire to gamble 
and a surfeit of bad liquor. I^o was 
imiiilstakedly drunk and showed it 
when shortly after ills arrival ho and 
another Celestial ciuarreiled- over a 
two-bit bet in which Lo was sure lie 
got tlie worst of it- 

To rush from tiie room, purloin a 
cleaver froii^ a ncaiiiy butcher stall 
and returning, deliver a vicious Ijlow 
at tho other, was but the work of 
a few seconds. Tiie other Chinamen, 
as their fellow countryman measured 
ills lengtii on the floor, and the) blood 
poured from a long gash in his fore- 
head, sprang upon Lo Kue, snatched 
away- the cleaver and, locked, -the 
militant Chink In a small side rOom 
while tho alarm was sent In to the 
police st.ation. The patrol wagon car- 
ried Lo Kue to the cells but before its 
arrival on the scene of the disturbance 
all signs of the fracas iiad been clear- 
ed away including the wounded China- 
man. It was not until evening that 
the police wero informed that there 
v/as something more , behind Uie.. oc-

On Monday the long discussed pro-"" 
joct of disinfecting -the 3amea Bay 
flats, v/hero for years tlio city dump 
had been located and over wliich tho 
provincial health department and tiie 
city iiave been .-it odds until finally 
tin.' city consented to accede to the vir- 
tual order of tho fortuer and consent 
to rnii.ier the ;:pyt less noxious, will 
be undertaken, liverytiiing is In readi- 
ness lor till.' work and on :\londay the 
loi.'alily will lec.i-ive.a thorougii treat- 
ment. Tlio little and ancient fire en- 
gine, the ."Peluge,'" ha^bben put into 
commlssroh,:.'>fr.esl\lyY painted, and is 
now in frne' fettle;,Wr its' war against 
the rodents -and bacteria which are 
suppo.^od to make- tho "dump" their 
resting place. A largo receptacle in 
wlilcli the disinfectant will be stored, 
has been prepared and tlie ground will 
be thoroughly saturated witii llie fluid. 

It is the intention' to i)erl"orate tiie 
eartli for -.-leveral feet at every spot 
and the disinfectant will be forced by 
the engine into llieso holes. In this 
w.'iy it is expected that every i)art of 
the surface of tho dump and for sev- 
eral feet down will be adequately 
treated and the disinfectant will thus 
jiercolato throughout tho -ma.ss of cor- 
ruption which has for years been 
stpred there. . , .

Th(^ lirst exporlnieut made by the 
city In the use of oil for laying tho 
dust on roads was tried last Monday 
when a qiuuitlty of two kinds of oil, 
the one a thick crude oil, more of a 
tar, and the other a lighter and more 
refined oil, were used on Wharf street 
nt tho foot of Bastion street about 100 
yards of the roadway being sprinkled 
with the lubricant which was supplied 
by soniu of the business lirms on 
Wharf street and applied by the city. 
Tho oil evidently served the iiurpose 
In laying the dust on the particular 
portion of tho roadway on which it 
was laid, but it has been dov.'U but a 
day or two when tho rain came and 
tli-cre has liardly been sufficient time 
to ECO just what tlio oil will do in 
abating tho dust nuisance. In Cali- 
fornia where tho oil treatment is cx- 
ten-sively lised, ])artlcularly on the 
country roads, It has been found a 
great success, but just what It will 
do on a business tiioroughfare where 
tho traffic is lieavy is not certain and 
the trial made here tills week has not 
been suflieientiy thorough to demon- 
strate the po.5sibilities of the treat- 
ment. 

A. K. Todd, who TiTi-ii^taken a keen 
Interest in tiio experiment and induced 
several of tlie other business lirms 
on Wharf street to take the matter 
up, ii;is experimented -with the oil 
treatnu'nt at his residence where it 
proved quite adequate in keeping down 
tiio dust but tliere the traflic w.-us ligiit 
and not, as on AVIiarf street, heavy at 
all times during the day. 

Several of thei'.Jbuaiijesa firms on 
Douglas street also' offered !to supply 
tho city -with ' a sufflclent quantity of 
oil to have the experiment tried on 
that thoroughfare, but so far nothing 
has been done. , . ■ . .. .

One can potash, .six pounds strained 
fat, one quart cold ■\vater, three. table- 
spoons powdered borax, three or four 
tablespoons ammonia . (according to 
its strength) and toV'give a- pleasant 
order drop in last either oil of inur- 
bane or clove or bergamot or cltron- 
ella or sassafras. Put a quart of water 
;ii the- 'pan and drop In the: lye, stir- 
ring constantly imtil all is dissolved, 
then pour insfat, being careful not to 
let the bottom of it go in, af. there is 
likely to bo a sediment which will 
cause the soap to be dark. Put In 
other ingredients' and when the soap 
is the consistency of honey pour into 
dripping pans which have already 
been lined with brown paper. In an 
hour or two cut Into squares and when 
cool and hard the soap vviU be nice 
and white.

The dis- 
cord without can scarcely fall to gain 
entrance Into the family,' and idle hus- 
bands and son.s are not likely to" be 
cheerful companions to the anxious 
and overburdened housewives. ( 
All, this would be hard eriotigli to bear 
if there w-a.s a certainty of an ultiin- 
ato settlement. In the case of the 
present contest tfhero is reaKon to fear 
this may not bo the case. Tlie depres- 
.siori In the United States has thrown 
thousands of men out- of employment 
and even loyalty to the cau.so of labor 
will not always withstand the pressure 
of necessity. If the iilaces of the men 
are taken, homes will be hroken up 
and eniiiloynient must be sought else- 
where. The severing of old ties is .al- 
ways hard for women, even when it is 
undertaken voluntarily and in the hope 
of benefit, but when It is brought about 
by tlie pressure of necessity It is 'very 
hard to bear.

It has .SOOOr . tons, more dls- 
lilacement than th'6 ,.viBsaiilB of our 
Washington class and ' three knots 
higli'^r speed. It could leave our fast- 
est battleships far behind in a race, 
and the only vessels wo have, outside 
the torpedo type, that would stand 
any chance of catching up with lier 
arc tho three scouts, -vvhich would be 
shivered into splinters by her broad- 
side and do not jiofi^ess a (piartor of 
her displacement.'

Find Carrying Trade on the Pacific 
Unprofitable to Them Under Ex- 
Isting Laws 



But so long as wo rcqulro'tho officers 
and tho major jjjirt of the crews to be 
American citizens wo can have no deep- 
sea commercd unless wo pay subsidies- 
meaning by that term a rate for car 
rylng the mails higher than that for 
which they can be carried in foreign 
ships. If wo will do that, and raalco 
tile extra rate sufficiently high, wo can 
havo Amerciin merchant ships so cpn- 
Eti-ucted that In tlio event of war they 
oould at once be put at the service of 
the KovernnuMit. If wo will not do that, 
and continue to insist tliat American 
ships shall be manned by Americans, 
wo shall have no American merchant 
marine, and ' in tlio event of war our 
battlc-.>>lilp fleet Avould have to hang 
round our own coaEits for lack of col- 
liers and other auxiliaries to' supply 
them in foreign watcrB.

That Is tho psycholoi^t o£ counterfeit- 
ing, as iexplalhed by^ Captain ..Thomas 
J.'- Porter, of, the United: States Secret

As a further Illustration, of his 
theory Captain Porter reverted to the 
casoiOf the:Rev. Janies B. Kayo, the 
OakvPark^inlnlstcr, convicted of mak- 
ing bad coin, "Men ^vho counterfeit 
want to gel rich quickly,", explained 
(.."aptain Porter. "It l.s funny, thuugh, 
how the game .attracts men ^vho are 
othcrwlsc honest. The man who is at- 
tracted at llrst by the iirospect of 
malting money easily in this way ar- 
gues that he Is doing no wrong. 

"He simply says to himself that ho 
will make a few thousand dollars of 
spurious money and then shove It out 
in a safe way. He argues with hlmsolC 
that the money will be accepted by 
everyone, ani.\ that it is really the. 
.same as tho money .stamped as lepal 
tender by the- Kovcrnmonli'vand only 
the government will lose. 

"He begins to read about counter- 
feiting, and tho more bo reads : the 
easier the thing seems.- ' Ten to • one 
ho has a taste ifor- mechanics, and any 
man ;wUtj. a;'8lnfi>le knowledge of mfet- 
als, -If he fias tlib proper dies; can :turn 
out a.' 'pretty fair representation of a 
dollar or other silver coin; • , 

"Most of the old-time counterfeiters 
have gone out of business or are serv- 
ing-terms In penitentiaries, and many 
Of-ithfe'^puriou? coins manufactured at 
the present time arc made by men 
\^ho are respected in tho communities 
in which they live, 

"Counterfeiting banknotes is more 
difllcult than making .spurious coins, 
but after a man has b<;en successful 
with silver pieces he takes up the 
other, and, with study and persever- 
ance, can turn out a few l5ills. how- 
over, these makers of 'bad' money 
never last long. They are run to 
eartli sooner or later. Then comes 
their realization of the crime they 
have ..been. Involved, ln,,:.,The„govorn- 
nien£5Us>ii^frel(!ntlesB^«neni>%^^^ 
punlstiinent'fbt* making? spiirlous mon- 
ey is severe, but the wrpngdoers nev- 
er realize this until they are fairly 
caught. 

"Every ..m4.n, believes .ih,: his , own 
heart that -hcjJjSiSharp'er •aridrshrewder 
than his neighbor. "When he '• reads 
stories of counterfeiters who flourish- 
ed years ago he sees what blunders 
they made, and how they came to be 
eauglit. 

" 'I can do better tlian tliat fellow 
did, and those dub dictectlvcs could 
never have caught me in the trap tliey 
laid for him,' Is the way the amateur 
counterfeiter muses, ilo (Igurcs it all 
out to his own satisfaction, but he 
falls to give the men in Uncle Sam's 
service credit for any brains or origin- 
ality of thought. Ho thinks that they 
work the same way. In every Case/ and 
that all he has to do Is to obscdve 
tho pitfalls that the other men' foil 
into and be carofui,, not to walk Into 
them himself. 

"This pcint settled, the deluded vic- 
tim of the get-rleli-qulck craze liars 
only a few more steps to talco. The 
first, tiling tliat he ,lnps, generally, is 
to inaiiufactiiro some lionn^-niado dies 
of plaster of paris. Tliey arc cru(l>e 
moulds of sIK'er ijIim'os, and so our 
deluded friend experiments a little liy 
pouring lead into these ..casts and, to 
his surprise and dellghtrhe 'turns! out 
a few ploco.'i of metal which bear a ro- 
semhlanco to money." — Chicago Rec- 
ord Herald.

LUMBER INDUSTRY 
GETS SEVERE BLOW 



Recent Fires in East- Kootenay 
W'as Hard on Lumber 
Companies . 



Vancouver, Aug. 11 — Tho Ivmvbcr 
industry in East Kootei'uiy received a 
severe blow owing to tlie recent dis- 
astrous fire at Ferulo antl other points 
in the Crow'vi Ne.st district according 
to W. A. Anstle, secretary of tlio 
Momitaln Lumber Manufacturers' as- 
sociation. Mr. Anstle is here on a 
brief business trip. He estimates the 
loss of standing timber at -millions of 
dollars, although at this stage ap- 
proximate figures are not available. 
Stocks of lumber aggregating two mil- 
lion feet and valued at $3UO,000 and 
only partially insured, as well as .five 
sawmills at Fernle, went up in smoke. 
Nor is this all. Tho flro has reduced 
the sawing capacity of tliu Kootiniay 
mills by 380,000 feet every ten work- 
ing hours. Plans for rebiiildlng tlie 
plants have not yet been announced 
by tho owners, although a number of 
them aro -most likely to be replaced. 

"Tho fire, although a disastrous 
blow, will not liave tho cttect of pvi:- 
vcnting tho other mills from supplying 
the llgiit demand for lumber from the 
prairie provinces," said Jlr. Anstle, 
"Of course, with tlie promise or a 
good..^harve3t „t^we ,.are ..looking ■ for a 
n-iarkSa!^l'inpi:o'vemeh^t4*ihr-Hlie.-^ 
later In the^seasom'?, Wd"Kav&"not ad- 
vjiMced prices since' the^' fire ; and have 
no present - Intention of doing so, In 
most instarices our mlllmen are : not 
meeting tho cut a number of the coMt 
mills have made In prices on inferior 
lumber shipped east of the mountains. 
An idea of the dullness prevailing may 
be gained from the fact that the mills 
of tiie Mundy Ijumber Co. near Revel- 
stoke and tho mills at Palllstor on tlic 
main line have been closed down."
